City Mourns 8 Girl Scouts, 2 Advisers Killed In Crash

XENIA, Ohio (U PI*-T his city

Girl 
scouts and two advisers who were 
killed when a train struck their 
station wagon in one of the worst 
grade crossing accidents in Ohio's 
history. 
A minister whose car was fol­ 
lowing the station wagon when the 
accident 
happened 
yesterday 
said “ the car was split open like 
a tin can and people were strewn 
all over the field.” All the .scout 
victims were ll years old and the 
dead advisers were mothers of 
two of the girls. 


The girls had checked out of the 
Greene County Library only a 
short 
time before, 
where 
they 
were studying for merit badges, 
and were returning home. 
Bill Murray, engineer of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad f r e i g h t 
train, speeding from Columbus to 
Richmond. Ind . said the station 
wagon “seemed to pause on the 
track as if going to stop, then 
continued across the track.” 
The double-track crossing at the 
outskirts of Alpha, a small com­ 
munity three and a half miles 


west of this southwestern Ohio 
city, is unprotected except for a 
crossarm sign. 
The Rev. Alvin Klotz of the 
Beaver 
Creek 
Church 
of

Brethern. where the Girl Scouts 
held their m eeting', was following 
the ill-fated station wagon, but he 
didn’t know' who was in it. 
After the train .struck, the min­ 
ister said “ there were two or 
three bodies clasp to the car but 
the others were scattered in the 
field. 
“Curiously, even though mem­ 
bers of four families of my church 


were killed, it was only when I 
found a billfold that I recognized 


one of my girls. 
" I .started to take off my coat 
to cover a body but there were 
so many I couldn't do it. It was 
the most frit-trating experience I 
have ever known as I went from 
person to person, knowing they 
probably all were dead.'’ 
Six were known to have been 
killed instantly and three others 
were dead upon arrival at the 
Greene County Memorial Hospital 
here. 


The tenth v ictim, Anna WU vert, 
lived about two hours after an 
ambulance took her to the hospi­ 
tal. All the deaths were attributed 
to skull fracture. 
Mrs. Lucille White, 44, was ap­ 
parently the driver of the car. 
Later, in the hospital, her three 
sons were fighting back the tears. 
They had been notified of the 
tragedy by patrolmen and were 
taken to 'the hospital by their 
pastor. 
Their father. Ernest, was sum­ 
moned from Pikelown, where he 
is employed as a pipefitter, to 


join his sons, John. 16, Charles, 
15 and Jack. 
“ My mother and my 
sister. 
Sharon, were going with the Girl 
Scouts on a field trip to Xenia, 
John said.
